HEATING oil thieves 
have got away with 
more than four thou¬ 
sand litres of fuel since 
the beginning of the 
month. 

The cold weather has 
led to increased de¬ 
mand for domestic 
heating oil - and more 
thefts. 

Suffolk Police have 
issued a warning after 
10 thefts of oil were 
reported in the county 
including incidents at 
Lakenheath and Ous- 
den. 

Police have warned 
householders to take 
steps to make it more 
difficult for thieves. 

They suggest that 
external oil tanks 
should be hidden by 
fences or hedges and 
enclosed behind lock¬ 
ed gates. External pipes 
should be concealed or 
covered, and security 
lighting should be 
installed. 

Locks should be 
fitted to tanks and 
alarms should be con¬ 
sidered. 

Crime reduction 
officer Bernard Plume 
said: “As the temp¬ 
eratures stay below 
freezing, we’re all 
relying on our central 
heating systems. 

“For those who live 
in more rural areas it’s 
often oil fired. When 
you’re checking the 
level in your tank, 
make sure it’s secure 
and concealed. If 
you’re leaving access 
open for a delivery, 
make sure the cap is 
locked after the fuel 
arrives. 

“Keep an eye on your 
neighbours’ properties. 
Large quantities of oil 
are often stolen, which 
means the thieves will 
need sizeable con¬ 
tainers to collect the oil 
in and a van or a larger 
vehicle to take it away. 
If you see any susp¬ 
icious persons or 
vehicles in your road or 
a neighbour’s driveway, 
contact police immed¬ 
iately.”

A MAN has escaped a 
driving ban after giving a 
breath-test reading that 
was nearly five times the 
legal limit. 

Police found George Eade 
slumped in his car outside his 
home in Newmarket. 

Eade, 49, escaped a ban 
when he was charged with 
being drunk in charge of a 
vehicle, rather than driving it. 

Instead, magistrates at Bury 
St Edmunds endorsed his

licence with 10 points and 
ordered him to do 100 hours 
unpaid community work as 
part of 12 months’ supervision 
by the probation service. He 
was also ordered to pay £85 
prosecution costs. 

Eade, of Cheveley Road, 
Newmarket, admitted the 
charge. The court heard that 
after police found him in his 
car on Monday, December 6, he 


took a breath test which gave a 
reading of 171 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 
meg. 

Defence solicitor David 
Stewart said Eade had been 
drinking at home and fell 
asleep in the car after he went 
to it to get his camera. 

He said Eade, who had 
worked as a horsebox driver, 
was jet-lagged after returning 
from a holiday in Thailand. 

Mr Stewart said: “He wasn’t 
driving the car, but he was in it. 


It is a substantial reading.” 

Magistrate Sandy Carmichael 
asked a probation officer to 
carry out an assessment of 
Eade before sentence was 
passed. 

“It’s an extremely high level 
of alcohol and there’s a 
background that you are a 
professional driver,” he said. 

But a probation officer told 
the court that Eade was not 
eligible for an alcohol 
rehabilitation course. She said 
his regular consumption of 
drink did not score highly 


enough to justify a requirement 
for rehabilitation. 

She said he also showed a 
“good understanding” of the 
effects of drinking the night 
before he needed to drive. 

She said he was currently 
unemployed but had worked as 
a horsebox driver for the past 
two and a half years. 

The court heard Eade had a 
previous excess alcohol 
conviction but it was more 
than 10 years ago, and would 
not affect the sentence for the 
latest offence.

Cold callers given 
the cold shoulder 


RESIDENTS have welcomed the 
establishment of a No Cold 
Calling Zone to discourage 
rogue traders and other 
unwanted doorstep visitors. 

The latest street in 
Newmarket to get signs 
establishing a ban on cold 
calling is Halifax Way, on the 
town’s Scaltback estate. 

Earlier this year, the first 
zone in the town was 
established in Windsor Road. 

The areas are approved by 
the county council if there are 
vulnerable residents, previous 
incidents of unwanted callers 
or associated crime and 
support for the scheme. 


A scheme establishing No 
Cold Calling Zones in Suffolk 
was adopted by Suffolk Trading 
Standards 20 months ago. 

After the first year, more 
than half the residents 
surveyed said they felt safer 
since the zones had been 
established. 

Peter Korwin, principal 
trading standards officer, said: 
“It’s great to see that residents 
are seeing a difference in these 
zones and feel safer in their 
homes. 

“The fact that rogue traders 
have a warning, that they are 
not welcome, is clearly having 
an impact.”

Phones misery for 
restaurant owner

A RESTAURANT owner is seeking 
compensation after both of his 
phone lines were out of action 
for a week. 

Ashod Rahat, who opened his Haldy 
Indian restaurant in Park Lane, 
Newmarket, in September said he had 
suffered a 75 per cent drop in business as 
a result of the problem. 

It also meant that customers could not 
pay by credit or debit card because the 
telephone link to the card processing 
machine was also out of action. 

He said: "I’m going to go for £25,000 
compensation from BT. I need to get my 
reputation back and I’ll have to spend a 
lot of money. 

“It’s very hard to build up a business 
and very easy to lose it." 

He said he had spent around £150,000 
refitting the restaurant when he took it 
over. 

The problem arose after he discovered 
that the restaurant was not listed with 
directory inquiry services. 

He said: “I was with Talk Talk and I 
found out they had it listed under my 
name, rather than the business name. 

“Then I found out that Talk Talk only 
do residential lines - not business 
numbers. I was angry because I had lost 
business.” 



He subsequently contacted BT and 
asked them to take over the service for 
the two phone numbers (01638) 428929 
and (01638) 428789. 

He received a letter saying the service 
would be transferred on November 22. 
But after two visits from engineers, the 
phones went dead on December 9. 

Mr Rahat said he then spent most of 
the next week on his mobile phone to BT. 

“I spoke to them every day, but 
nothing was done,” he said. 

After a week, one of the phone lines, 
(01638) 428929, was restored. But the 
other one remained out of use. 

Mr Rahat said: “If I try it from the 


payphone outside the restaurant, it 
rings, but if I call it from my mobile you 
get a ‘temporarily out of service’ 
message. 

“I’m very disappointed with BT.” 

A BT spokesman said: “We have been 
in contact with Mr Rahat and confirmed 
that we have managed to get this main 
line working correctly. 

“It appears that the line had not been 
released to us correctly, which is why it 
could not be activated.”

Drug use no 
harm to others 


Sir , I was dismayed to read your 
report last week of the case of the 
arthritis sufferer who appeared 
before Ely Magistrates’ Court 
charged with possessing cannabis 
which he used to numb his pain 
(Arthritis sufferer fined for drug use - 
Weekly News, December 16). 

Because of this breach of criminal 
law, “police officers swooped on his 
home” and found evidence that he 
had been using cannabis. 

He was found guilty and, although 
no punishment was meted out, the 
magistrate issued a warning saying: 
“Let this be a lesson to you and 
everyone out there. Prescribed drugs 
are what you should use to treat 
pain.” 

This unfortunate person was 
technically breaking the law but he 
did it in order to try to make his life 
more bearable by reducing his 
chronic pain. Nobody else was 
harmed, put to any expense or 
inconvenienced by his actions. In my 
opinion, the magistrate’s pious and 
patronising advice about pain relief, 
although accurate in legal terms, was 
flawed from a practical point of view. 
In reality, prescription drugs do not 
always provide sufferers with 
sufficient relief to enjoy a reasonable 
quality of life. 

How much public money was spent 
on this incident in terms of police 
time and processing the case 
through the judicial system? I admire 
and support the police but surely 
someone in authority could have 
exercised discretion in this case? 

With public funds in short supply, I 
suggest it would have been better if 
these police officers had “swooped” 
on real criminals instead of putting 
this vulnerable person through a 
stressful and humiliating process.

Regrettably, there were no 
reporters at the meeting, so this 
went unreported. 

The scrutiny process is thorough, 
painstaking and above all, time 
consuming. Its sole purpose is 
improvement, not blame, and it will 
use strong words and uncomfortable 
truths where necessary and 
appropriate. It is the intention of the 
overview and scrutiny committee to 
work with many different groups 


over the coming months— including 
parents, teachers, governors and the 
county council - to explore how we 
can improve educational attainment 
and outcomes for our children. We 
cannot do so without the confidence 
and co-operation of these groups.

A CALL to tackle a long-running 
dispute over the future of listed 
buildings, which have become 
an eyesore, is one of the rec¬ 
ommendations in a town coun¬ 
cil's Vision' for the future. 

Newmarket Town Council has just 
published a draft copy of the vision for 
further public consultation. 

One of the 84 recommendations calls 
for an end to the 20-year dispute over 
Queensbury Lodge stables. 

The near-derelict stables in the High 
Street have had scaffolding in front of 
them for several years and have been 
branded an eyesore. 

The property is owned by developer 
and racehorse owner Bill Gredley’s 
charitable trust. Various proposals for 
alternative uses - such as a hotel, care 
home and antiques shop - have been 
blocked because of Forest Heath District 
Council’s insistence that it should still be 
used as a racehorse training estab¬ 
lishment. Mr Gredley also owns the 
nearby former town swimming pool. 

The town council has asked him, 
through the draft vision document, to 
take action to prevent the deterioration 
of the swimming pool site. 

“Whatever development is chosen, 
that site must enhance the gateway to 
the town centre,” said the document. 

The council launched its vision last 
year after Mr Gredley published his own 
vision for the town, which included 
banning traffic from the High Street. 

But the town council is not supporting 
pedestrianisation for the High Street.

Instead it is asking for planners to 
consider the effect on traffic of any new 
planning approvals. 

The draft vision also suggests that a 
cinema would be a welcome addition to 
the town. Other issues raised in the draft 
document are getting rid of a clutter of 
road signs and advertising boards, as 
well as tougher enforcement of parking 
regulations. 

It also calls for measures to capitalise 
on the town’s horseracing industry as a 
way of attracting tourists. 

The full draft vision document can be 
viewed on the town council’s website 
and comments have to be submitted to 
Vicky Bright, assistant town clerk, by 
January 31.

WHILE airports and roads 
remained gripped by the icy 
conditions, business - almost 
- as usual has been 
continuing at Newmarket. 

Racehorses have still 
managed to get out for their 
morning exercise - thanks to 
the efforts of ground staff 
employed by Jockey Club 
Estates. 

Some of the town’s leading 
racehorse trainers praised the 
“fantastic” work done by the 
staff - and suggested that 
their expertise could be used 
to get flights moving at 
airports. 

Luca Cumani, who has two 
Derby victories among his 
tally of classic race wins, 
said: “These people would 
keep Heathrow open. They’re 
a bit more efficient. 

“Thanks to the sterling 
efforts of the heath men, 
we’re still able to get our 


horses out. They have worked 
hard to keep everything open 
- otherwise it would be very 
hard.” 

Trainer Ed Dunlop, whose 
two Oaks victories include one 
earlier this year with a horse 
called Snow Fairy, said: 
“They’re doing a fantastic job 
in the bad weather. Many 
other places can’t get the 
horses out, but we can here 
and it’s all due to the 
dedication of the workforce.” 

For Nick Patton, who has 
just been appointed as 
training grounds manager, it 
has been a baptism of ice. 

The former clerk of the 
course at Market Rasen and 
Nottingham racecourses, 
said: “I took over from John 
Taylor, who had done the job 
for 43 years, on November 1 
and it’s been freezing almost 
all the time. 

“Everyone has been very 


understanding. But when the 
police and highways people 
have been telling people not 
to drive, the horses can still 
get out.” 

Some of his 25 heath 
workers are out just after 5am 
using tractors with power 
harrows to break up the frost 
in the all-weather gallops. 

Others are busy putting 
down sand and salt on the 
miles of horse walks around 
the town so that the horses 
can get safely from their 
stables to the heath. 

Michael Baxter, assistant 
heath foreman, said the 
conditions were some of the 
worst he had seen in more 
than 25 years. 

“It’s been difficult. 

Normally we’ve had snow 
followed by rain which clears 
it pretty quickly. 

“But for the past two years 
it’s just gone on like this." 


Company fined £ 80 k 
after worker’s death 


A FIRM has been fined 
£80,000 after a worker was 
crushed to death by falling 
glass in his first day on the 
job. 

Workmates tried unsuccessfully 
to smash the glass - of which each 
sheet weighed 2421b - with a 
hammer to free Vitalijus Orlovas at 
Arken POP’s site in St Neots, a court 
has been told. 

A second worker was trapped by 
the hand as he tried to stop the 
stacked glass from tipping over. 

Arken, based at Studlands Park 
Avenue, Newmarket, was also 
ordered to pay £10,000 com¬ 
pensation to Mr Orlovas’s family 
and £16,914 prosecution costs to 
the Health and Safety Executive. 

The firm admitted failing to 
protect staff on August 18, 2008.

ludge Sean Enright said: “It 
seems to me death or injury was 
foreseeable.” 

He ordered that an account of 
what had happened to cause the 
death of Mr Orlovas, 29, be sent to 
his family, along with an account of 
the action taken. 

Peterborough Crown Court 
heard that Arken, which makes 
display material, had set up the 
unit in Hawkesden Road after 
winning a contract with London 
Underground. 

But the firm had problems with 
the delivery of the sheets of glass 
from China, which could not be 
unloaded from the lorry by 
machine and were removed by 
hand. 


Mr Orlovas was one of two 
Lithuanian agency workers taken 
on to help, along with Gambian 
Seedy Kinteh. 

Ruth Barber, prosecuting for the 
Health and Safety Executive, said 
Mr Kinteh had heard a scream and 
saw the glass falling towards Mr 
Orlovas. 

“Mr Kinteh put out his hands to 
try to stop the glass, but it carried 
on falling on Mr Orlovas who was 
pinned across his chest between 
the falling glass and the remaining 
container opposite it. 

“Mr Kinteh’s right hand was also 
trapped between the fallen glass on 
the pallet and the other side of the 
container." 

The glass was lifted off Mr 
Orlovas, but he was declared dead 
from crush injuries at the scene. 

Simon Antrobus, for the firm, 


said Arken had never been in 
trouble before and had a good 
safety record. The firm had also 
expressed regret for what had 
happened. 

He said the company had 
immediately returned Mr Orlovas’s 
body to his family and had paid for 
his funeral, as well as making a 
payment of £3,000 to the family. 

Mr Antrobus said workers at the 
St Neots site had made the 
“misjudgement” of deciding how to 
unload the glass, rather than 
seeking advice. 

David Head, HSE inspector, said 
after the hearing: “The tragic death 
of this young man should never 
have happened. Arken POP did not 
carry out their legal duty to ensure 
the health and safety of people that 
were working for them, and the 
result was this horrific incident.”

MP rides into battle 
over racing revenue 


NEWMARKET’S MP Matthew 
Hancock has raised the 
issue of the falling 
Government financial 
support for the horse racing 
industry. 

He managed to secure 
time in Parliament for a 
debate on the last day 
before MPs took their 
Christmas and New Year 
break. 

He was due to debate the 
Horseracing Betting Levy, 
the system which takes 
money from betting to 
support the industry, with 
Jeremy Hunt, the Secretary 


of State for Culture, 
Olympics, Media and Sport. 

There has been 
widespread concern in the 
racing industry that the 
income from the levy has 
dropped after many betting 
firms moved their business 
out of Britain. 

Mr Hancock said he 
would be pointing out how 
the levy had dropped by 
more than a third. He said: 
“I am delighted that I have 
managed to secure some 
time in the House of 
Commons for this vital 
issue. The Secretary of 


State is currently making his 
deliberations and it is 
important to demonstrate 
just how many people care 
about this issue. 

“A hundred thousand 
people work in racing and 
last year, 5.7 million people 
attended the races. The 
sport’s popularity has most 
recently been demonstrated 
by AP McCoy winning BBC 
Sports Personality of the 
Year. We must do what we 
can to ensure that the racing 
industry continues to 
flourish - it’s a true national 
treasure.”

Theft-hit charity

The thieves were disturbed by 
Tony Bolger, the co-manager and 
farmer, at 8pm on Friday, Dec¬ 
ember 10. 

He said: “I was alerted by our 
alarm system. Thinking that it was 
a farm shop customer coming to 
pick up some organic vegetables, I 
did a walk around the site. 

“I obviously disturbed the 
thieves and they ran off, and 
jumped into a small car. We now 
need to take immediate steps to 
secure the farm against future 
attempts.” 

Marianne Baker, development 
officer, said: “The item stolen was 
insured and the police are not 
hopeful of recovery. 

“We are now facing a hike in our 
insurance costs and a massive bill 
for on-site security improvements. 
As a charity, we constantly raise 


funds for new projects to enrich 
the co-workers’ daily supported 
work placements. Next year we are 
hoping to replace one of the 
garden team vehicles and expand 
our farm buildings. 

“We want to remain positive but 
we know we now need to raise 
more than £1,000 just to deter 
thieves. We are also considering 
closing the shop over the weekend 
and in the evenings to ensure that 
the site is secure. This will have an 
impact on the sale of our organic 
produce and the flexibility our 
shop offers to local communities. 

“We really need a visit from 
Santa this year and hope that 
some local elves can dig deep in 
their pockets and donate towards 
our security costs.”

9 m 
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Cash-strapped care staff 
facing a bleak Christmas

CARE staff gathered outside 
their employers’ home to 
complain that they had not 
been paid for more than six 
weeks. 

Some of the workers, employed by 
Newmarket-based Race4Cover, said 
they were facing eviction due to rent 
and mortgage arrears. 

Police briefly attended Adastral Close, 
Newmarket, where Mike and Julie 
Marshall, who run the business, live 
following a complaint linked to the 
protest which broke up after several 
hours. 

The care workers said they were 
among between 15 and 20 people who 
were owed more than £2,000. 

One of them, Matthew Brown, 32, 
from Lakenheath, said: “We’ve been to 
the JobCentre and the Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau but we can’t get any benefits 
because we’re still employed and we 
can’t get legal aid to take it to court. 

“A lot of us haven’t got food to eat. 

“It’s Christmas time and children will 
suffer because of this. I’m being chased 
by the Child Support Agency because I 
can’t keep up payments."

Another worker said he was having to 
file for bankruptcy because he had not 
been paid. 

A woman employed by Race4Cover 
said she was facing legal action over 
unpaid council tax and was expecting to 
have “a bean on toast” for Christmas 
lunch. 

The workers were handed a letter 
from the Marshalls explaining that cash 
would not be available to pay their 
wages until a court hearing on 


December 29. 

“Clearly we are unable to pay anyone, 
including ourselves, before this date 
and we are fully aware of the awful 
situation it puts us all in at this time of 
year in particular,” the letter said. 

It went on to say that the business 
could not obtain a loan to pay the 
outstanding wages. 

“Please understand we are all in this 
together with bills, debts, rent, food and 
costs to pay,” it said. 


Mr Marshall, whose wife is a director 
of the company, told the Weekly News 
that a High Court hearing was nec¬ 
essary to release cash which had been 
paid by a client company into a “frozen” 
bank account. 

The hearing could not take place until 
December 29. 

Mr Marshall said: “I understand 
people are frustrated. This could close 
us down if we don’t get paid.”

A FREE service which 
delivers books and audio 
books to people who 
cannot get to a library has 
few users in Newmarket.

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Winter’s grip expected to tighten in coming days 


WINTER is tightening its grip on the 
region, with even colder conditions 
and snow forecast in the run-up to 
Christmas. 

With many minor roads still 
blanketed in snow and ice, police 
have warned drivers to take extra 
care - but council bosses in 
Cambridgeshire say there is no 
danger of grit supplies running out. 

The Met Office said people in 
the Cambridgeshire area can 
expect “more snow, widespread 
ice and severe overnight frosts” as 
well as freezing fog in some 
places. 

Rebecca Sherwin of the Met 
Office said: “The emphasis for the 
rest of this week up to Christmas is 
on it being very cold, with some 
snow. We think temperatures will 
be similar to what they have been 
in recent days, but with a 
strengthening wind it will feel 
really bitter. 

“There is a chance of snow on 
Thursday, although at present we 
don’t know whether it will be 
heavy. We are advising people to 
be alert and to keep an eye on the 
Met Office website for the latest 
details. 

“Where there is lying snow, it is 
likely that it will still be there for 
the Christmas weekend, but for it to 
be a white Christmas, snow 
actually has to fall on Christmas 
Day. We don’t know yet whether 
that is likely to happen.” 

Some people have complained 
that roads in the county are 
“treacherous”, and shoppers have 
said pavements in Cambridge were 
also very slippery.

Grafton shopping centre director 
Michael Wiseman said snow on 
Saturday hampered trade in the 
city’s shops. 

One reader emailed to say roads 
and paths around Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital needed to be cleared of 
snow and ice. He said: “They are a 
positive hazard for people who are 
already compromised in their 
mobility.” 

A woman shopper, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I was in 
Cambridge yesterday, and the 
pavements were wet and very 
slushy. I saw someone slip and fall 
over.” 

Cyclist Alan Bishop said: 
“Cycling to work from Milton to the 


centre of Cambridge, there was no 
salt or grit on the cycle bridge, on 
any cycleway or pavement. Is A & E 
full up with casualties yet?” 

Robert Boorman, spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Older People’s 
Enterprise, which speaks up on 
issues relating to elderly people, 
said: “With the dreadful weather, it 
is important not only to keep warm, 
but also to avoid becoming a 
statistic - there are 310,000 
fractures a year, costing £2.3 
billion. 

“The roads in Cambridge seem 
passable and the footpaths are 
slippery, however the bridges over 
the Cam have been sanded as have 
the paths across the parks. Several 


elderly ladies were using ski poles 
to give themselves better balance, 
which seems sensible.” 

Cambridgeshire County Council, 
which is responsible for treating 
non-motorway routes, said the 
county has 2,700 miles of roads 
and it was not “realistic” to treat 
them all. 

A spokesman said the council’s 
gritter fleet was coping well with 
the conditions, and that supplies of 
salt were not running short. 

He said: “Our teams went out 
gritting twice on Saturday and 
again on Sunday to keep the roads 
clear for yesterday, and we will 
obviously be continuing this in the 
days ahead while temperatures 


remain low. 

“We currently have about 4,500 
tonnes of grit left, with another 
5,000 tonnes on order for delivery 
in January. An average run takes up 
about 200 tonnes, so we have 
sufficient left for some time yet.” 

Dr Liz Robin, director of public 
health at NHS Cambridgeshire, 
urged people to keep an eye on 
elderly neighbours. 

She said: “With the threat of 
further snow, we’re advising people 
to prepare themselves. Severe cold 
weather and low levels of sunlight 
means that many of us can feel in 
poor health. 

“Cold weather is particularly 
dangerous for vulnerable groups, 


such as older people and people 
with long term health conditions, as 
it can trigger chest infections and 
heart problems. 

“It is important that people wrap 
up warm and eat as well as 
possible. It is important too for all 
of us to remember to check on 
friends, elderly relatives and 
neighbours who could be at risk 
from the cold. 

“Icy pavements and roads can 
be very slippery, so people who are 
vulnerable to falling are advised not 
to go out in icy weather unless 
absolutely necessary. If you have 
an elderly relative or neighbour, you 
can help by offering to go to the 
shops for them.”

sitting room, the 
Hubbard household 
is full of festive 
cheer. 

Hanging a final bauble 
on the tree, youngest 
daughter Emilia declares 
this Christmas will be 
extra-special. 

“I’d say most days are a 
9/10 now, but Christmas 
Day will be a 10/10 day,” 
says the 12-year-old, 
beaming. “We’ll put out 
stockings, Father 
Christmas will come, all 
our family will come over 
... It’s going to be great - 
I can’t wait.” 

To see her now, bright, 
bubbly and full of life, it’s 
hard to believe that in 
the run-up to last 
Christmas Emilia was a 
shadow of her current 
self. After battling a rare 
and dangerous blood 
disorder for two long 
years, she was recovering 
from a life-changing 
bone marrow transplant. 

“Before I had the 
transplant I felt really 
terrible,” remembers 
Emilia. “I’d had an 
infection for ages and

was in a lot of pain, 
especially in my tummy, 
so I was on lots of 
painkillers and they 
made me feel quite 
depressed. I wasn’t very 
happy. I had to have 
blood transfusions every 
week and wasn’t allowed 
to go to school... It 
wasn’t much fun. 

“But now I go to 
school, at Bottisham 
Village College, I’ve 
made lots of friends and 
I’m catching up with 
lessons. I can go 
swimming, play 
basketball, go shopping, 
go to the cinema... And 
next year we’re going on 
holiday to America, 
which will be amazing - 
we’re even going to The 
Wizarding World of 
Harry Potter! Before I 
had the transplant, I 
wouldn’t have been 
allowed to do any of 
that.” 

Emilia, from Swaffham 
Prior, had a severe form 
of a condition known as 
aplastic anaemia. A 
failure of the bone 
marrow, which produces 
the body’s blood calls, it 
is a very rare illness: 
according to statistics, 
only 130 people in the 
UK are diagnosed with 
aplastic anaemia each 
year. 

Although it is not a 


form of cancer, it has 
symptoms similar to 
leukaemia - fatigue, 
weakness and a 
propensity to both 
bruise and catch 
infections. And, again 
akin to leukaemia, the 
only real cure is a bone 
marrow transplant. 

Emilia fell ill in the 
winter of 2007. “A couple 
of months before that 
Christmas she started 
getting a lot of bruises,” 
remembers mum Ann. 
“We just put it down to 
rough and tumble in the 
playground. Nearer to 
Christmas she began to 
get very tired. And then 
she developed a cough 
which was really 
persistent: she had 
antibiotics but it just 
wouldn't go away.” In 
February 2008, the GP 
decided to do a blood 
test. “I got a call next day 
to say we had to get her 
into A & E straight away,” 
continues Ann. “It was 
such a shock...” 

The test had revealed a 
dangerously low blood 
cell count: as soon as 
Emilia arrived at 
Addenbrooke’s, she was 
given an emergency 
transfusion. A bone 
marrow biopsy revealed 
the aplastic anaemia - a 
potentially life- 
threatening condition. 

“I felt quite numb,” 
adds Ann. “It was just 
such an enormous 
shock: I went onto auto¬ 


pilot really. I can 
remember being shown 
round the ward, told 
where the bathrooms 
are, the washing 
facilities, the tumble 
dryer... I thought: 

‘Why? We’re not going to 
need them. This is all a 
big mistake - we’re going 
to be out soon.’” 

But that was only the 
beginning: the 
intervening three years 
have, admits Ann, been 
something of a 
rollercoaster ride for her, 
husband Phil, older 
daughter Alice, now 15, 
and, of course, Emilia. 

Reliant on weekly 
transfusions, because 
her own body couldn’t 
produce blood cells, 
Emilia was constantly in 
and out of hospital. With 
her immune system 
unable to function, she 
was vulnerable to all 
manner of infections; as 
a result, doctors gave her 
parents strict 
instructions to keep her 
away from crowded 
places - including school 
- to minimise the 
likelihood of coming into 
contact with bugs. 

“I clearly remember 
the four of us standing in 
a shop, looking at 
something, and hearing 
someone behind us 
cough,” recalls Ann. 
“Without exchanging a 
word, all four of us 
turned and left. Being 
wary of bugs became

Soon after Emilia’s 
diagnosis, the search for a 
bone marrow donor 
began. In a bid to raise 
both awareness and the 
number of people on the 
donor register, the 
Hubbards held a 
recruitment drive on 
behalf of the charity 
Anthony Nolan. 

“Alice, my husband Phil 
and I were all tested soon 
after she was diagnosed,” 
explains Ann. “But 
unfortunately none of us 
were a match.”When we 
looked into it, we 
discovered that less than 
750,000 people in the UK 
are on the bone marrow 
register, a tiny proportion 
of the population. A lot of 
people don't know much 
about bone marrow 
donation and what it 
entails: they perhaps 
don’t realise, for example, 
that their body makes up 
the donated marrow 
within hours. 

“We decided to do what 
we could to raise 
awareness of bone 
marrow donation - in the 
hope that more people 
would decide to join the 
register.” 

Ann and Phil say family, 
friends, neighbours and 
even total strangers were 
“incredibly generous” in 
their support but, despite 
scanning worldwide 
donor registers, still no 
perfect match could be 
found for Emilia. 

Then, in the summer of 
last year, experts 
discovered a donor who 
was a 90 per cent match - 
a 24-year-old man in 
America. Despite the 
transplant being 
postponed twice, the 
second time thanks to an 
outbreak of Swine Flu, 
Emilia finally got her new 
bone marrow last 
October. 

The procedure took 
place at a specialist unit 
in Bristol. Warned by 
medics that Emilia was in 
for a rocky ride, both Ann 
and Phil were encouraged 
to put work on hold and 
up sticks for Bristol; they 
ended up staying there for 
more than two months. 
Alice, who had just begun 
the first year of GCSEs, 


stayed at home with her 
grandparents. 

“We didn’t realise until 
we actually went through 
it that it would be the 
biggest challenge we’ve 
ever faced,” admits Ann. 
“Seeing your child in 
pain, not knowing what’s 
going to happen from day 
to day or what the final 
outcome will be - it’s 
exhausting, and we 
needed each other’s 
support.” 

Before Emilia received 
the bone marrow, she 
needed a short, sharp 
course of chemo to 
‘condition’ her system 
(essentially, to clear the 
way for the donor cells). A 
few days into the 
treatment, she was moved 
into isolation, where she 
remained for the next six 
weeks. The chemotherapy 
left her nauseous, 
vomiting and with a 
horrible headache; it also 
caused all her hair to fall 
out. “I actually didn’t 
mind that bit,” she grins. 

“I didn’t have to wash it, 
which was one less thing 
to do!” 

Immediately after 
donation, the bone 
marrow was flown over 
from the States with an 
Anthony Nolan escort, 
filtered for bugs and then 
delivered straight to 
Bristol. “We don’t know 
anything about the donor 
apart from the fact he was 
American and 24 years 
old,” says Ann. “But on 
the night Emilia had the 
transfusion I wrote him a 
letter, which the donor 
service passed on, telling 
him what an amazing gift 
he has given.” 

All Emilia’s family say 
her determination and 
cheerful outlook fill them 
with awe. “I think you’re 
the bravest person I’ve 
ever met,” sister Alice tells 
her. “Honestly, in all this 
time, I’ve only heard her 
complain a couple of 


times. I don’t think I could 
have handled it so well.” 

Emilia’s path to 
recovery was far from 
smooth; along the way, 
she needed a top-up of 
the donor marrow and 
blood cells from four 
other donors (her mum, 
her uncle and two family 
friends). “Gradually, I did 
start to feel better. They 
took me off the 
painkillers, which had 
made me a bit depressed. 
Instead of staying in my 
pyjamas all day, I started 
to get dressed. And I 
started wanting to go out: 
they used to let me go out 
for a couple of hours at a 
time, then for a day, then 
for anight...” 

Doctors were 
monitoring Emilia’s white 
blood cell count very 
closely. When her 
neutrophils (cells vital to 
the body’s immune 
response) reached a high 
enough level, she was 
allowed to leave the 
isolation unit for short 
spells. 

Little by little, Emilia’s 
health began to improve 
and her energy levels 
started to rise. Now, more 
than a year on from the 
transplant, her life is 
almost back to normal 
(though she still needs 
regular hospital checks). 

“It’s hard to find the 
words to describe it... Life 
is very good, very, very 
good,” says Ann. “Emilia’s 
well and enjoying life, 
we’re all at home together, 
we don’t have to worry 
about everywhere we go 
and everything we do. 
We’re living the life that 
was put on hold for three 
years. 

“We never dared dream 
we’d get to this position. 
We’ve been through some 
difficult years and had 
some very dark times, so 
to come back out into the 
light is absolutely 
wonderful.”

Councillors slammed 
over fire merger plan

PLANS to control Suff¬ 
olk’s fire crews from Cam- 
bridgeshire have been 
endorsed by councillors - 
despite opposition from 
the Fire Brigades Union 
(FBU). 

Suffolk Fire Service is selling 
its control centre in Ipswich for 
redevelopment and will 
transfer to the Cambridgeshire 
centre at Huntingdon. 

The FBU has warned of “legal 
infringements” in the way that 
the decision to merge the two 
county’s fire control centres has 
been handled. 

On Monday, Suffolk County 
Council’s public protection 
scrutiny committee endorsed a 
decision already made by the 
council’s cabinet to move the 
county’s control centre to 
Cambridgeshire. More than 20 
staff are due to transfer. 

But the FBU has warned that 
jobs and lives are at risk. 


Adrian Clarke, regional FBU 
secretary, said there was no 
need to rush the decision as 
proposals for the long-delayed 
regional fire control centre were 
set to be scrapped. 


“There was no need to rush 
and there’s every reason for the 
council to take a long, hard look 
at the other interim and long¬ 
term options for keeping our 
vital 999 fire control room in 


Suffolk to continue dealing with 
all the 999 emergencies the 
people of Suffolk will call in. 
Only fools rush in to making 
decisions effecting emergency 
frontline services. 


“Every community and 
constituency in Suffolk will be 
affected, and so any decision 
should be taken by the full 
county council.” 

The county council’s Liberal 
Democrat opposition group 
opposed the move and warned 
that only eight of Suffolk’s 23 
control room staff would keep 
their jobs. 

Those that do would face a 
150-mile commute to and from 
work. 

Cllr John Field, Liberal 
Democrat chairman of the 
council’s public protection 
committee, said: “While we 
were discussing the future of 
Suffolk’s fire control room 
today, an announcement was 
being made in Parliament that 
the Regional Fire Control 
project was being scrapped. 

“We understand that there 
was a briefing for all chief fire 
officers last Wednesday. 

“It is ludicrous that Suffolk 
have made such an important 
decision on the pretence that 
regional fire control was going 
ahead.”

Stars glide in 
with magical 
Snow White 


Mary-Jane Carreyette is blown away by 
an evening of spectacular ice dancing - 
and even a spot of pyrotechnics - at the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange. 


S tunning skating is the 
stock in trade of the 
Russian Ice Stars, and 
this year’s Snow White 
enthralled the Com 
Exchange on opening night. 

They’ve been coming to 
Cambridge for some years now - 
they last did Snow White here in 
2006 - but the sheer brilliance of 
the technique, the grace and 
strength of the skaters, remains as 
magical as ever. 

The swooping, gliding, lifting 
and spinning takes a well-known 
tale into another dimension. 

The cast are nearly all 
competitive skaters, some of them 
national champions back in what 
was the USSR, and adapt their 
stunts from Olympic-sized skating 
rink to the 14m by 12m iced-over 
stage of the Com Exchange 
brilliantly It’s like a close-up of 
Best Bits. 

For me, the Very Best Bit was 
Svetlana Kuprina, and her alter-ego 
danced by John Hamer, as the 
wicked Queen Drina. 

She provides pyrotechnics at the 


start, as she concocts her magic 
potion, and pyrotechnics on the ice 
right the way through, as she 
pursues her evil course with 
demonic intent - and a lot of 
ferocious skating. It seemed quite 
unfair that she got booed at the end 
for being a baddie! 

Sergei Smirnov and Ekaterina 
Mumgova as the pair of geese 
made a delightful comedy double 
act, displaying great agility, and of 
course we have Valdis Mintals as 
Prince Charming, among other 
roles, and Irina Tkachuk as Snow 
White. 

Against a clever trompe I’oeil 
backdrop that looked like the 
Summer Palace outside St 
Petersburg, what a wonderful royal 
wedding they gave us! 

It’s a shame to single out just a 
few when no-one in the cast is there 
just to make up the numbers. 


The much-loved Nicholas 
Parsons narrated from an ornate 
throne set to one side. At 87 he was 
unlikely to come gliding on in ice 
skates himself. 

But despite dashing my hopes of 
Just a Minute on Ice he made a 
warm connection with the 
audience. His gentle dig at the 
council, “telling fairy stories for 
years”, was greeted by the woman 
behind me with: “What? Like the 
guided bus?” Actually, I 
understand said guided bus is also 
the butt of a joke at the pantomime 
over at the Cambridge Arts Theatre 
- but delivered more pointedly 
from the stage. 

Back at the Com Exchange, if 
you’re a Russian Ice Stars fan 
you’ll know what to expect - and 
probably be delighted. And if you 
haven’t seen them yet, prepare to be 
thrilled.

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Floral decorations add 
splash of festive colour 


F lorist to the stars, 
Judith Blacklock, has 
produced a step-by- 
step guide on how to create 
some last-minute festive 
decorations with minimum 
fuss and maximum impact. 

She has created arrangements 
for everyone from the likes of 
Kirstie Allsopp to the Prime 
Minister and the Royal Family, so 
the acclaimed florist knows more 
than most about how to gain the 
most impact for a room from 
foliage and flowers. 

Judith has recently completed a 
number of Christmas courses at 
her famous flower school in 
London, featuring everything 
from traditional festive wreath¬ 
making to more contemporary 
designs. Here are three easy-to- 
create seasonal arrangements: 

AWESOME ANEMONES 

“This pretty design is a wonderful 
way to use up any broken flower 
stems together with a fresh bunch 
of flowers,” says Judith. 

“Spray garden foliage gold, 
silver or platinum for some cheap 
and chic festive glamour.” 

You will need: 

■ A circular glass container and 
separate circular glass vase. 

■ Six tea lights in holders. 

■ Six red anemones. 


■ Tree ivy sprayed gold. 

■ 20 stems of anemones. 

■ Eight cones sprayed gold and 
threaded with wire. 

Method 

■ Fill the circular container and 
the vase with water. 

■ Place the tea-light holders at 
regular intervals around the 
circular container. Insert the 
candles. 

■ Cut six anemone heads 
short, just below the ring of 
foliage nearest to the 
. flower. 

■ Place the vase in 
the centre of the 
' circular container. 

Add stems of tree ivy 
that you have dusted 
with gold spray, being 
sure to remove all the 
leaves that would fall beneath the 
water level. 

■ Thread the anemones through 
the tree ivy into the water. 

■ Twist florists’ wires around the 
lower bracts of the cones and twist 
again to form stalks. Arrange 
these at intervals between the 
flowers to conjure the festive 
spirit. 

PHORMIUM FANCY 

“Purple and cream variegated 
phormium grows like weed in my 
garden,” says Judith. 



“Its evergreen leaves are tough, 
easily manipulated and last well 
when submerged in, or even out 
of, water, so they are the floral 
designer’s dream ingredient. I love 
their architectural lines, which 
look especially pleasing curled 
snail-like around this vase. 

“The leaves are a clever way of 
supporting flowers heads, so this 
is a great design for using up 
broken stems. I have used florists’ 
roses, but a late-flowering garden 
rose, or hellebore, would also look 
gorgeous.” 

You will need: 

■ Phormium leaves. 

■ One rose. 

■ Two stems of spray roses. 

■ A few stems of holly with 
berries from the garden. 

■ A shallow glass container. 

Method 

■ Starting from the edge of the 
container, twist the leaves around 
in ever decreasing circles, until 
you reach the middle. 

■ Pour water into the vase, until it 
is two-thirds full. 

■ Cut the large rose head, leaving 
about 5cm of stem. Place this in 
the centre of the container, 
allowing the phormium to support 
it. 

■ Repeat step three with the spray 
roses and berries, distributing 
them evenly. 


HEAVENLY HOLLY VASE 

“Holly is one of my festive 
favourites. This winter there is a 
bumper crop in my garden thanks 
to the warm, rainy autumn when 
the berries were ripening, so 
hopefully there will be enough for 
the robins and me. 

“To give this traditional 
Christmas staple a contemporary 
update, I have ‘drowned’ some 
sprigs in a vase of water. The 
water magnifies the holly’s leaves 
and berries, so a little goes a long 
way. It is an embarrassingly 
simple and inexpensive design, 
yet it is always much admired and 
would look fabulous on a 
mantelpiece.” 

You will need: 

■ Several branches of berried 
holly. If the birds have eaten the 
berries, skimmia makes a luscious 
alternative. Other fruiting plants 
that are both eye-catching under 
water and will decompose slowly 
include cotoneaster and 
pyracantha, tree ivy laden with 
fertilised black berries, and 
branches of crab apples. 

■ Physalis (Chinese lantern) seed 
heads. This is an easy-to-grow 
biennial that is happy in deep 
shade. 

■ A tall, round glass cylinder vase 

■ A round dish - preferably with 
two sides with a hole in the centre,

like a moat, but this is not 
essential. You could simply place 
the glass container in the centre of 
a low glass bowl. 

■ Eight tea lights in holders 

Method 

■ Ensure your containers are 
scrupulously clean. Use limescale 
remover to dissolve any grime and 
then glass cleaner to polish. 

■ Pour water into the tall vase 
until it is three-quarters full. 

■ Cut the stems of the holly and 
immerse. Push a couple right to 
the bottom of the vase, then keep 


adding sprigs on top of each until 
the vase is full. Be careful not to 
add too many or the simplicity 
will be lost. The weight of the 
berries will stop them from rising 
to the surface. 

■ Place the tea lights and their 
holders at regular intervals around 
the circular dish. 

■ Fill the gaps between the tea 
lights with the physalis heads. 

■ Remember to change the water 
daily and your holly will last for 
weeks.

Priced at £49,500 
(including VAT at 20 per 
cent), the new VXR8 is 
now based on HSV’s E3 
GTS model, just launched 
in Australia, the previous 
VXR8 representing the 
old version of the lower- 
spec ClubSport R8. That 
means it still undercuts 
full-size super saloons 
like the Audi RS6, Jaguar 
XFR and Mercedes E63 
AMG by between £13k 
and £29k, and even 
performance saloons 
from the class below, 
such as the BMW M3 and 
Mercedes C63 AMG.

2011 looks to be a vital year for electric car development 


THE Government this week announced 
the first nine electric cars for which 
drivers will be eligible for a 25 per cent 
Whitehall-paid grant. 

Five more regions that will be installing 
recharging points were also announced 
by Transport Secretary Philip Hammond. 

From January 1,2011, motorists 
buying the first three of the named 
electric cars will get 25 per cent off, up 
to a maximum of £5,000. 

The first three cars are the Mitsubishi 


iMiEV, the Mercedes-Benz smart fortwo 
ED and the Peugeot iOn. 

The 25 per cent reduction will also 
apply to the other six cars as they 
become part of the scheme over the next 
few months. 

The Citroen CZero will be available in 
early 2011, while the Nissan Leaf and 
the Tata Vista EV will be available in 
March 2011. 

Available from early 2012 will be the 
Toyota Prius Plug-in, the Vauxhall 


Ampera and the Chevrolet Volt. More will 
follow next year. 

The new regions installing local 
charging points and which have 
successfully bid for a share of a £20 
million fund, are the East of England, the 
Midlands, Greater Manchester, Northern 
Ireland and Scotland. 

The East of England charging points 
include Stansted Airport, Cambridge, 
Norwich and Ipswich. The Midlands 
points include Birmingham, Coventry, 
Nottingham and Worcester, while 
Scottish points include Edinburgh and 
central Glasgow. 

Mr Hammond said today: “A few years 
ago, ultra-low-emission cars with mass- 
market appeal appeared just a pipe 
dream. Now they are a reality and we 
can have all the convenience of the car 
without the carbon that normally goes 
with it. 

“Government action to support 
affordable vehicles and more local 
charging points means we are on the 
threshold of an exciting green revolution. 
2011 could be remembered as the year 
the electric car took off. 

“The British public has in the past 
shown it’s ready to embrace new 
technology and take practical steps to 
adopt a lifestyle kinder to the 
environment, so we could 
really be at the start of 
something big.” 

Business Minister Mark Prisk 
said: “Today’s news that 
motorists will be able to 
choose from at least nine cars 
under the consumer incentive 
scheme and that we are 
expanding the infrastructure 
for charging electric vehicles 
will further reinforce the 
message that the UK is 
Europe’s leading producer of 
ultra-low-carbon vehicles.” 
Paul Everitt, the Society of 


Motor Manufacturers and Traders’ chief 
executive, said: “The transition to ultra- 
low-carbon vehicles is a great 
opportunity for the UK motor industry. 
The Plug-In Car Grant and infrastructure 
investment through the Plugged-ln 
Places scheme is helping to create a co¬ 
ordinated and comprehensive approach 
to creating vital consumer demand. 

“The motor industry is making great 
progress in delivering practical, low car¬ 
bon vehicles and we will see further 
progress of new and conventional 
technologies in the years ahead. 

“Today’s announcements confirm the 
UK as a leading player in making low 
carbon an economic and environmental 
winner.” 

The Vauxhall Ampera will cost £28,995 
even with the £5,000 grant. 

RAC Foundation director Professor 
Stephen Glaister said: “We support the 


Government grant. While this makes 
ultra-green cars cheaper, it doesn’t make 
them cheap. 

“The £43 million being made available 
until early 2012 means at least 8,600 will 
benefit from the subsidy, though this has 
to be put into the context of the 28 
million cars in the UK and annual new car 
sales of around two million. 

“Clearly we are still a long way from an 
affordable mass market for these 
vehicles, but this is a very welcome step 
in the right direction.” 

AA president Edmund King said: “The 
grants for electric cars will be an 
important catalyst for change. We 
welcome the fact that a range of real cars 
powered by electricity will be on the 
market in the new year. 

“Electric and plug-in hybrid cars will be 
an important part of motoring, 
particularly in urban areas, in the future.”

Sprint queen Victoria puts 
her pedal to the medals 


VICTORIA Pendleton was the queen of speed 
at the latest round of cycling’s World Cup in 
Cali, Colombia. 

On Sunday Pendleton added the keirin to the 
team sprint gold she had won alongside Jess 
Varnish earlier in the event. 

It made up for the disappointment of 
being edged into second place in the 
individual sprint. 

Pendleton, the life member of the Mildenhall 
club, negotiated the first and second rounds of 
the keirin, which begins behind a pacing 
motorbike, by finishing first, and then held off 
the six-woman field to triumph in the final 
ahead of French duo Sandie Clair and 
Virginie Cueff. 

Pendleton and Varnish reached the team 
sprint final by eliminating the French pair in 
the penultimate heat. 

At the end of the opening lap the French had 
an advantage of three-tenths of a second, 
thanks to a blistering start from Clair, but 
Pendleton pulled that back and more in the 
second lap, recording 14.340sec, to win the 
heat by more than two-tenths in 33.560. 

The final against Germany saw Varnish 
improve her time, giving GB a lead of just over 


one-tenth of a second and leaving Pendleton 
in a strong position against German 
anchor-woman Kristina Vogel. 

She duly turned in a 14.255 lap to clinch gold 
in 33.322. France took bronze ahead of Spain. 
The victory earned the British pair a maximum 
12 points, and they now lead the overall 
standings on 22 points, five ahead of China, 
who won the first round in Melbourne. 

Vogel had earlier beaten Pendleton 2-1 in the 
best-of-three final in the individual sprint. 

The British rider was fastest in qualifying, 
recording 10.999sec. Varnish was fourth in 
11.264. Pendleton dispatched Cueff of France 
in two heats in the quarter-final, but Varnish 
went out without winning a heat against 
Lyubov Shulika of the Ukraine. 

Pendleton put out Shulika in the semi-finals, 
again looking untroubled in two heats, but she 
lost the first heat to Vogel in the final. 

And although she came back to take the 
second heat, she lost the third and had to 
settle for silver. 

It means Pendleton and Vogel are joint top of 
the standings. 

The final two rounds of the World Cup take 
place in Beijing on January 21 and in 
Manchester on February 18.
